His only concern about VON BRAUN '■ 
is that if sometime in the future a powerful and mili¬ 
tant Germany should again come in conflict with the 
United States, he does not know to what side VON BRAUN 
would throw his allegiance. He said VON BRAUN is a 
German and will always remain so. This opinion con- 
cerning VON BRAUN is true of any German. In view of 
the current international Situation, he has no reason 
to question VON BRAUN. He is certain VON BRAUN has no 
interests in Communism and fcould never do business with 
the Russians.
